Rulo 12. (i) Only licensee or his manager 
and such servants, as aro required to be there 
and whose names have previously been con 
inunicated to the Inspertor , shall enter the 
bonded warehouse . The licensee shall furnish 
to the Inspector i list containing the nanes 
of the manager and of all the employees whogo 
duty require them to enter the bonded wara 
house . IIo should inform the Inspector of 
any changes which are to be made in the list. 

( ii) The Inspector may eject or exclude 
from the bonded warehouse any person whom 
he may find to have committed or suspected 
to be about to commit only breach of the provi 
sions of the Regulation or rules made there 
under , or wlio ut any time is found to be in 
toxicated , riotuous or disorderly . The rcport 
of this fuct shall be juade to the Superinter 
dent of Exciso in Baluchistan , who may order 
for the permanent removal of such persons 
from the bonded warehouse . 

(iii) The licenseo shall not employ to assist 
him in any capacity whatsoever , any person 
whose employment the Excise Commissioner , 
Collector or the Superintendent of Exciso in 
Baluchistan llave in their discretion for 
bidden ; any poison suffering from an infec 
tious or contagious disease or any person 
under the age of 20 years. 

(iv ) Ivory person entering the bonded 
warehouse shall, on leaving the premises , be 
liable to be searched under the orders of the 
Inspector, but the Inspector shall not hava 
any person searched , except upon reasonable 
grounds of suspicion , and he shall record in 
his diary the details of every search made. 

Rule 13. (i) The licensec sball not close the 
bonded warehouse for more than three days 
in any month , exclusive of Sundays and holi 
days , without the permission of Superinten 
dent of Excise in Baluchistan . 

( ii) If it is intended to close the bonded 
warehouse for a period of 15 days or moro, 
the licensee shall give notice, in writing, to 
tho Superintendent of Excise in Baluchistan 
of his intention not less than 15 days prior to 
the date on which it is intended to close . 

( iii) Before a bonded warehouse commences 
work or re -commences work after a closure 
of 15 days or more, the licensec shall give 
notico , in writing, to the Superintendent of 
Excise in Baluchistan at least 10 days prior 
to the date flxed for the commencement or re 
commencement of work .

Excise Commjssioner shall deem suficient for 
the requirements of the bonded warehouse, 
This staff shall be subject to inspection aid , 
under the orders of the Superintendent of 
Excise in Baluchistan . 

( ii ) The licensee shall provide rrithin luis

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Rule 16 . No spirituous preparations shall 
be receired in the bonded warehouse unless 
accompanied by a pass from the officer in 
charge of the bonded premises from which 
they have been imported . 

Rule 17 . Immediately on arrival of a con 
bignment ut the bonded warehouse , the Ing 
pector sball he informed and the consignment 
shall pot be opened until the same has been 
examined and verified with the pass by the 
Inspector , who shall also note tho results in 
the prescribed registers , and also on the pass 
covering the consignment. One copy of the 
pass with the entries of receipt shall be im 
mediately returned to the officer , who issued 
the pass , and the other copy with entries 
thereon shall be kept in the warehouse. 

Rule 18 . An allowance not exceeding two 
per cent. shall be made for the actual loss in 
transit by leakage and breakage of vessels or 
bottles containing preparations. The allow 
ance shall be determined by deducting from 
the quantity despatched , the quantity receiv 
ed at the destination , both quantities being 
stated in terms of London Proof gallons of 
spirit, contents . . 

Rule 19. If the report of the Inspector 
shows that wastage exceeds the prescribed 
limit , the licensee of the warehouse shall be 
liable to pay duty at the prescribed rate. 

Provided that each case of excess deficiency 
shall be reported to the Excige Commissioner 
for orders , and the Excise Commissioner may , 
in his discretion on good cause being shown , 
remit the whole or a part of duty leviable on 
such deficiency . 

Rule 20 . Spirituous preparations shall be im 
ported under bond at the sole risk and res 
ponsibility of the licensee of the bonded ware 
house. The bond is discharged when the 
spirituous preparations have been duly check 
ed and proved by the Inspector and deposited 
in the warehouse after the duty on the excess 
deficiency , if any, has been realized . 

Rule 21 . All preparations thus imported 
shall be entered in the registers maintained 
for the purpose. 

Rule 22 , Government shall not be held res 
ponsible for the destruction , loss or damage 
by fire , theft or any other cause whatsoever , 
occurring to any spirit stored in the ware 
house . In case of fire or other accident, the 
Inspector shall immediately attend to open it 
at any hour by day or night. 

Rule 23 . Smoking or the use by any person 
whatsoever within a warehouse of naked 
lights of any description is prohibited . Closed 
lanterne only shall be used , 

Rulo 24. The ordinary working hours of a 
bonded warehouse shall bo from 10 a . m , to 
4 - 30 p . m . No work shall be carried on in 
the bonded warehouse on Sundays and public 
holidays notified as such by the Local Govern 
mnent under the Negotiable Instrument Act . 

Rule 25 . The bonded warehouse shall only 
be opened and closed in the presence of the 
Inspector, 

Rule 26 . The licensee shall be bound by the 
provisions of the Regulation , and by all rules .

Rule 30 . The licensee shall submit at the 
end of each month a statement in the prescrib 
ed form in duplicate to the Inspector, who 
shall after verification submit one copy to the 
Superintendent of Excise in Baluchistan , re 
taining the duplicate copy for record in bis 
office. The licensee shall also furnish such 
true blatements as may be required by the 
Superintendent of Excise in Baluchistan from 
time to time, 

Rule 31 . Spirituous preparations may be 
removed from a warehouse - - 

(i) On payment of duty ; 

( ii ) Without payment of duty and with 
out bond : 

( a ) if issued to servants of the Crown 
empowered to remove them on publio 
Bervice ; 

(b ) if issued to Government, Local 
Fund and charitable hospitals and dis 
pensaries approved hy the Excise Commis 
sioner , the indents being signed by the 
Civil Surgeon of the district ; 

( c) if issued tn Government, Local 
Fupil and charitable hospitals and dig . 
pensaries in other provinces and States 
approved by th Excise Commissioner ou 
indents signed by the competent autho 
rity in the case of provinces and the 
Political Agent in the case of Indiair 
States ; 

( d ) if issued to veterinary hospitals, 
the indents being countersigned by the 
Animal Ilusbandry Officer in Baluchistan ,

Rule 32 . No preparation shall be removed 
from the warehouse until it has been checked 
and proved by the Inspector and a transport 
or an export pass in form Exc-54 has been 
granted . 

Such passes shall anly be issuel on produo. 
tion of treasury receipt showing that the re 
quired amount of duty , leviable under the 
Regulation , has been deposited into the Gov 
ernment treasury . 

Rule 33 . If a l.vensce prefers not to pay 
duty at the time, he may remove the prepi 
ration subject to the adjustment of such duty 
against an advance payment made by him into 
the Government treasury on account of the 
duty recoverablo en such removals. Sucli an 
advance payment shall not be less than 
Rs. 500 |- and each time an advance is reple . 
nished , it must be by a sum that will bring 
it up to at least Rs. 5001- The Inspector 
shall balance the prescribuc register ou every 
day on which the warehouse is open for issue 
and on every such day shall inform the 
licensee of the balance standing to his credit , 
and he shall permit the removal of which duty 
is debitable against the advanor only so long 
as the balance is not exhausted . 

Kule 34 . All registers anal forms prescribed 
under these rules shall be printed and supplied 
by the licengee free of charge. Forms bound 
together shall bear printed serial and counc 
cutive numbers . Loose sheets of much forms 
Aß are necessary sliall also be supplied by the 
license to the Inspector free of charge . 

Rulo 35 . The stock of medicinal and other 
preparations containing rectified spirit in the 
bonded warehouse shall be taken by the Ing. 
pector on the last working day of reli nonth , 
Separate store- rooms shall be maintained for 
the storage of medicinal preparations which 
might be used for other than medicinal pur. 
poses and declared as much by the Chief Com . 
missioner , 

Rule 30 . Nothing in these ruluy justifies the 
use on & label or in an advertisement of words 
stating or implying that the preparation in 
Hold under A Governnient guarantee as to 
contents or quality . 

Rule 37 . If a fire, theft or any other acci 
dent causing destruction , loss or damage to 
the preparations stored in the hunded ware 
house takes place, the Excise Commissioner 
shall immediately culise an enguiry to be held 
by a gazetted officer in order to determino 
the liability of the licensee to pay duty on the 
spirit wasted . 

Rule 38 . If the licensee infringes or causes 
or permits any person to infringe any of the 
conditions of his license , the Excise Commis 
Bioner may revoke and determine the license 
and may forfeit to Government the whole or 
any part of the security deposit . 

Provided that if the infringement is of a 
minor nature , the license may be restored and 
the order forfeiting the security may be set 
aside on payment of a sum not exceeding 
Rs, 50 . 


Rule 39. If the licensee from any cause , 
physical or mental, becomey incapable of 
( drrying on the business , or dies, or becomes 
insolvent, or (in case of a company ) is wound 
up , tho Excise Commissioner nnay either 
(1 ) cancel the license or (ii ) continue it in the 
name of the legal representative of the licen 
see . Neither the licensee nor any other 
person shall be entitled to any compensation 
or damages whatsoever in respect of revocil. 
tion , cancellation or determination of the 
license , 

Rule 40 . If the licensee , who has held 
license under these rules , shall have in his 
possession on the expiry or determination 
from any other cause of his license, any spiri 
tuous preparations which he is unable to clis 
j ose of forthwith under the provisions of 
these rules, to any person licensed or authen 
rised to purchase it, he shall at once surrender 
live same to the Superintendent of Excise in 
Baluchistan . The Superintendent of Excise 
shall make such preparations over , in any 
quantity not exceeding that which the tr0124 
ferce is likely to sell within two months, to 
the incoming liversees or otherwise to any 
licenses within the province , who is licensed 
to sell spirituous preparations of the kind 
surrendered ; Provided that iť, any such pre 
paration , or any part thereof, be declareil ly 
the Civil Surgeon or other qualified ottier to 
be imtit for use , the Superintendent of Exrise 
in Baluch ton shall ( 7211ve the same to be close 
troyed .

was granted , and any fee paid or deposit 
made in respert thereof shall be forfoited to 
Government, but if any loss has to be made 
good , the deposit shall be taken into account 
in calculating the amount of that loss ; or 
( ii ) peruit the licensee to retain the license 
on payıpent of such further fee as ho may see 
fit to accept. 

Rulo 41. On the revocation , cancellation or 
determination of any license , the liceusce or 
lijs representative shall cease to carry on his 
businesy under it , and shall return his license 
to the Excise Commissioner . 

Rule 15 . No compensation shall be cluic from 
any closựre made rinder Section 23 of the 
Regulation . 

Rule 46 . No compensation shall be due to 
any licensee on account of the opening of a
